Regional approval 
kicks speedway 
into high gear

The Canadian Motor 
Speedway project finished 
two very important laps in 
its long race to the finish 
line this week. 

Town council voted 
unanimously on Monday in 
favour of amending its offi¬ 
cial plan to move the proj¬ 
ect forward in front of a 
packed crowd at the 
Leisureplex banquet hall, 
after a record setting 54 
delegations were made by 
people who either support 
or oppose the first-class 
motor-speedway. 

On Wednesday after¬ 
noon, the Niagara Region’s 
planning committee voted 
in favour of an application 
to amend its policy plan, 
moving the proposed 
multi-million dollar auto¬ 


racing facility further in the 
long approval process. 
There are plans for a 75,000 
square-foot commercial 
and retail space while 
McMaster University 
hopes to build a research 
and development centre at 
the site. 

The Jeff Gordon affiliat¬ 
ed speedway could include 
a one-mile oval course and 
2.5 mile road course built 
on 820 acres of land adja¬ 
cent to the QEW between 
Bowen and Gilmore 

Before the report was 
approved, the Region’s 
director of development 
services Peter Colosimo 
gave an oral presentation 
about the plan amendment, 
expl ainin g there is still an 
extensive list of pending 
approvals with the project.

The Region has to endorse the 
Town of Fort Erie’s amendment to 
its official plan and provincial 
agencies like the Ministry of 
Environment (MOE) and Ministry 
of Natural Resources (MNR) still 
need to be satisfied with what is 
proposed. 

“We will be discussing that fur¬ 
ther but so far we feel we’re on 
track with their support,” said 
Colosimo. 

The project also needs to go 
through a process of decisions 
made by different levels of govern¬ 
ment when the time comes for 
addressing site plan agreements 
and zoning. 

“That has to be approved in 
order to bring the whole project 
together from a land use and plan¬ 
ning perspective,” said Colisomo. 

Another obstacle that could be 
thrown onto the track is an appeal 
to the Ontario Municipal Board 
which can be made by any resident 
who opposes the speedway. 

Bruce White, an opponent to the 
proposal and member of the 
Citizens Against Racing Speedway 
(CARS) said this is a measure he 
and other members of the group 
will likely be taking, while he 


spoke at the municipal council 
meeting on Monday. 

At Wednesday’s regional meet¬ 
ing, CARS chair Sandy Vant voiced 
her concerns on behalf of the 
opposition, saying the idea of 
growth is something they support 
but not a project of this magnitude. 

“These people are not blind to 
the need for the town to develop 
and move forward...but at what 
cost?” she asked. 

Representing the Fort Erie 
Chamber of Commerce at both 
meetings was Stephen Passero. He 
feels this is an opportunity that will 
benefit all of Greater Fort Erie and 
the entire region at the same time. 

“Wouldn’t it be nice to be num¬ 
ber one in something other than 
unemployment or be shown 
nationally on television for some¬ 
thing other than the first snow¬ 
storm?” asked Passero. 

One stipulation in the report he 
agrees with is that the commercial 
development of the proposed facil¬ 
ity should not have a negative 
impact on the financial viability of 
core designated commercial lands 
within Fort Erie and that it must be 
related to the speedway 


endorse the creation of a self-sus¬ 
taining city within our town,” said 
Passero in both his speeches. 

After the regional report was 
supported, Jay Mason, one of the 
Canadian Motor Speedway’s pro¬ 
ponents said this is just the first of 
many laps in the race to the finish 

He said the two approvals given 
this week are “a clear message” 
that the project is being supported 
up until this point and is confident 
any concerns raised by the MNR 
or the MOE can be addressed. 

“If there’s a question from any 
agency, we need to answer them,” 
said Mason. 

Shirley Cordiner, Fort Erie 
regional councillor said this indi¬ 
cates the support to move forward 
with investigating and compiling 
all the information that needs to be 
made available before endorsing 
the project entirely. She agrees 
there are many more stages in the 
process and feels denying this pro¬ 
posal at such an early stage would 
affect other future developments. 

“If we can’t support a proposal 
of this magnitude, nobody is going 
to come back to Fort Erie,” she

Town council gives speedway full support

At Monday’s coundl-in-commit- 
tee meeting, Ward 5 Coun. Martha 
Lockwood used her family's reloca¬ 
tion to Fort Erie in the early 1970's as 
an example of why she feels the 
Canadian Motor Speedway is a good 
opportunity for Fort Erie. 

She lived very close to the Fort 
Erie Racetrack and Horton Steel, say¬ 
ing the sound of those two sites in 
operation aren't anywhere near what 
a speedway could potentially cause, 
but it did provide assurance that there 
was opportunity around town. 

"Tome, those were si gns of life and 
activity," said Lockwood, referring to 
some residents' concerns about noise. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular feels 
this is an opportunity the Town could 
not pass on. He feels the applicants 
will do everything they can to assure 
the concerns of residents about envi¬ 
ronmental impact, noise and pollution 
will be mitigated through the many 
stages that still need to take place 
such as approvals from the Niagara 
Region, the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority and provin¬ 
cial agencies like the ministry of natu¬ 
ral resources and the ministry of envi¬ 
ronment. 

"I think we have a lot of well edu¬ 


cated people who will take everything 
into consideration," said Shular. 

Bob Steckley, councillor for Ward 3 
also endorsed the project with posi¬ 
tive comments. He started by com¬ 
mending everyone on both sides of 
the issue who had the courage to get 
up and speak in front of a large crowd 
in a public forum. He said he is both¬ 
ered by the amount of people in 
opposition who claim the speedway is 
just a way for the investors, Emirates 
Consulting, to turn a profit. 

"I don't know the last time there 
was a businessman out there who did¬ 
n't expect to make money," said 
Steckley. 

He said people should not fault 
someone who is interested in setting 
up shop in the community and that 
"profit is not a dirty word." 

He also said he is concerned by 
those who claim the speedway will be 
approved through a "back door" 
process with very little public consul¬ 
tation or attention paid to environ¬ 
mental and noise issues 

"A development of this size will 
never be able to get away with that. 
They're under too big of a micro¬ 
scope," said Steckley. 

Ward 6 Coun. Anne-Marie Noyes 
echoed Steckley's comments saying 
the project will provide many eco¬ 
nomic and employment benefits, 
especially in a community with an 


unemployment rate as high as Fort 
Erie's, where so many people are 
dependent on social services. 

"The economic impact of this 
development is very important. It will 
bring jobs and education while 
improving the skill-sets of our resi¬ 
dents," said Noyes. 

Considering there are still several 
approvals that need to be given from 
different agencies and ministries, 
Noyes said if concerns raised by resi¬ 
dents are projected to have an overall 
impact by these governing bodies 
they will be addressed in the process 

"It's daunting how many questions 
need to be answered. It's far from a 
done deal but it does have to move 
forward so we can get to a conclu¬ 
sion." said Noyes 

Ward 1 Coun. and acting mayor 
Sandy Annunziata also co mm ended 
all the delegates at the meeting, which 
lasted almost seven hours He contin¬ 
ued by saying there are still many laps 
to go on the speedway project and 
expects the applicants will continue to 
work in a transparent manner, 
addressing the many concerns people 
have with the project. 

"Approving this tonight does not 
remove responsibility of the propo¬ 
nent to provide answers and to pro¬ 
vide the necessary requirements to go 
forward and deem this a responsible 
development," said Annunziata.

I’ve been covering town council meetings for 
about two years and I can easily say I’ve never seen 
anything like that before. 

At Monday’s council-in-committee meeting, 
over 400 people swarmed the Leisureplex banquet 
hall to watch our local politicians make a crucial 
decision that would allow the Canadian Motor 
Speedway project to move forward. Most of them 
didn’t actually stay until council discussed the idea 
of amending its official plan because most people 
probably had to work in the morning. 

The meeting lasted almost seven hours which is 
just about what I expected. Before last week’s 
paper went to print, The Times reported that 25 
people had signed up to speak at the meeting in 
favour or against council moving ahead with 
approving the report on the table. 


By 3 p.m. on Monday that number skyrocketed 
to 54. 

“It’s definitely a record,” town clerk Carolyn 
Kett told me this week. 

I’ve given my thoughts on the project before and 
said that as a life-long resident of Fort Erie I fully 
support it. That hasn’t changed at all and that’s not 
really what I want to explain here. 

There were a lot of people at Monday’s meeting 
who I believe were under the impression that if 
council decided to approve the report, which it did 
unanimously, the Canadian Motor Speedway would 
be built almost immediately without any more 
questions asked. 

That is not the case by any stretch of the imagi¬ 
nation. 

Several provincial agencies need to ask ques¬ 
tions, the Region needs to approve the Town’s offi¬ 
cial plan amendment, the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority needs to be satisfied.. .this 
list could go on as long as the entire process might 

Another question I asked myself throughout 
most of the historic meeting was “how am I going to 
quote all these people?” 

I literally filled the remaining half of a notepad, 
ran out of batteries on my digital recorder and had 
a pen run dry on me. I’m not complaining because 
it was quite die experience. 


There were so many good arguments on both 
sides of the issue, which is why I feel safe saying this 
could be one of the longest car-rides you’ve been on 
in a really long time. So, buckle up.

Complex continuing care 
beds being removed 
from Douglas Memorial 
next year 


The Niagara Health System 
(NHS) is moving ahead with a part 
of its hospital improvement plan by 
removing eight complex-continuing 
care beds from the Douglas 
Memorial urgent care centre site. 

By late April or May of 2010 the 
Douglas site will scale down to 46 
beds once the change is implement¬ 
ed. 

The NHS’s health program 
director for transitional care servic¬ 
es Wendy Robb says continuing 
care has changed significantly over 
the last eight to ten years and in the 
past many patients spent the rest of 
their life there after being admit¬ 
ted. Now, there are far more 
options with aging- at- home strate¬ 
gies, home care enhancements and 
health services available in the 
community. 

“They have much more care that 
they can provide in the community 
now than they ever have in the 
past,” said Robb. 

“It’s not a permanent destina¬ 
tion anymore,” she said. 

She couldn’t determine how if

Frustrated with the loss, Charrois tried to 
remain positive by remaining focused on the 
24 games still to come.
